Here in Israel, the issue is 
complicated by the fact that 
we have no comprehensive 
ceomstitution.. The logical con- 
clusion, one would think, must 
be that it is all the more im- 
portant to protect the rights of 
the citizen against arbitrary 
or discfimifiatory acts of the 
administration. and that such 
protection can only be given 
by independent courts of law 
It is possible, of course, to 
adhere te this principle Liter- 
ally and yet +o undermine it 
at the same time by restrict- 
ing the authority of the courts 
The much publicized. «draft 
amendment to the Press Ord- 
inance is an almost classical 
example of such a policy, and 
more signs of it have come to 
public knowledge. 


No one-will deny the Gov- 
ernment its’ right and duty 
to intreduce such legislation 
as it deems. necessary or ex- 
pedient: in the public interest 
provided that the freedom of 
jurisdiction remains intact 
This is not to say that the in- 
lerpretation of existing laws 
Ss a matter of abstract theory. 
In weighing righ*s and wrongs. 
the judge does not sit in an 
ivory tower. indifferent to the 
claims of life and to the fact 
that the law cannot always 
keep pace with changing con- 
ditions. The letter of the law 
$s not sacrosanct when it may 
be in conflict with the spirit 
or intention of the law, but it 
is the prerogative of the Court 
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eareful and sympathetic con-

the conclusion at which Dr. J. 
Levy arrived in his essay “An 
Unknown Portrait of Spinoza” 
(“Connoisseur, 1932, vol. @. 
pp. 317 f®) “It is reasonable 
to assert that the real portrait 
of Spinoza has at iast been 
found,” appears fully justified. 
The portrait is signed “S.v.H.” 
and dated “1670”. According to 
Dr. Levy, it has been recog- 
nized by Dr. M. EB. Friedlaen- 
der as a genuine work of Sa- 
muel van Hoogstraten, the 
well-known pupil of Remb- 
randt. In 1670 both Spinoza and 
van Hoogstraten lived in The 
Harue,. and their circles of 
frends are known to have 
ovcriapped in many instances. 
Spinoza was then 39, about the 
ave of the man depicted in this 
portrait. 
Conclusive Evidence 


According to information ob- 
tained by Dr. Levy, the reverse 
side of the canvas bore the in- 
scription “B. Despinoza” — 
not visible any longer because 
the painting. has been relined. 
Contemporary description of 
Spinoza’s features tally com- 
pletely with those in this. pic- 
ture, the most striking points 
being the “small dark eyes,” 
the “brownish tint,” “betraying 


of Spinoza, Ernst Altkirch had 
no knowledge of the existence 
of this portrait. In the most 
recent iconography, “The Face 
of Spinoza” (New York, 1946, 
pp.38 ff. and plate . ) the 
author. Simon Miliner, 
confirms Dr. Levy's attribu- 
tion. Both Altkirch and Muill- 
ner reproduce a painting by 
Wulfhagen, another of Remb- 
rand't disciples, traditionally

* rewrecent Spinoza. 
Altkirch’s conjecture is that 
the oi] was done after a draw- 
ing depicting Spinoza on his 
death bed -—— a conjecture sup- 
ported by the “nippocratic 
farce” of tne portrayed. man. 
Now, the iertity of the per- 
son portrayed by van Hoog- 
straten and the one portrayed 
by -Wulfhagen is strikingly 
evident. 3 

A dissenting opinion has been 
voiced by Carl Gebhardt ‘(Phi- 
losophia, voi. Li, 1937, pp. 399 
f.) He doubts the authenticity 
of both the van Hoogstraten 
and the Wulfhagen portraits, 
contending that they show no 
resembiance with what he 
calls “the authentical Spinoza 
type.” But this alleged “type” 
derives aimost exclusively from 
the engraved portrait commis- 
signed after Spinoza’s death, 
for the Opera Posthuma and 
done by a conspicuously me- 
diccre artist for a commercial 
purpose. The tendency of any 
mediocre artist toward level- 
ling out “personality” cannot 
but have been increased by the 
particular circumstances sur- 
rounding the production of this 
engraving. Making allowance 
feu this factor, it must be con- 
sidered not only possible but 
even likely that our portrait 
and the engraving. represent 
the identical man. same 
holds true for the Wolfen- 
buettel portrait, probably made 
after this engraving. 

Considering the circumstan- 
tial evidence epitomized above 
and whieh I deem conclusive, 
amd the unconvincing 
ment of Gebhardt — the only 
dissenting opinion known to 
me -— I wish te add one more 
positive argument which has 
so tar :
